New Y ork, October 20th.—The last offi­ 
cial action taken by the American com­ 
mittee and Major-General Schofield yester­ 
day was to decide to have the Barthold! 
parade start on Fifth avenue, near Fifty- 
seventh street, and to dismiss the col­ 
um n at tire Battery. The various m ilitary 
companies, sailors and marinea from the 
men-of-war aud soldiers from the torts in 
the harbor, and such organizations as are 
to take part in the ceremonies at the statue, 
will leave the procession at the side streets, 
from W all street to the Battery, and em­ 
bark on transports. 
W hen the column 
turns into Park Row it will pass under a 
trium phal arch spanning the street from 
the World building to the I’ostoffice. The 
arch will be one of the largest ever built in 
New York, measuring 84 feet from the 
World building to the I’ostoffice, and stand­ 
ing 00 feet from the start at center of the 
great span. 
In the evening the arch and 
exterior of the building will be illum inated 
by colored lights during the displays of 
fireworks in the harbor. 


O FFICIA LS TO BE PRESENT. 
W ashington, October 26th.—The Presi­ 
dent and party, to visit New York to assist 
in the inauguration of the Bartholdi Statue, 
will consist of seven persons, as follows:

N ew York, October 2Gth.—The Academy 
of Music was gayly decorated to-night in 
honor of the French delegates to the un­ 
veiling of the Statue of Liberty, who were 
tendered a reception by the “ Circle Fran- 
caise do L’Harm onie. 
A very distin­ 
guished audience was present, including a 
very large delegation from the French col­ 
ony. 
Lafou, President of the Circle, pre­ 
sided, and an address of welcome was made 
in French by Frederick R. Conderl. Sen­ 
ator Evarts then spoke on behalf of the 
American committee, extending a hearty 
welcome to the city and to the nation, 
to all public manifestations, aud to the 
homes of our-people. 
M. Spuller, member 
of the French Parliam ent, then spoke. 
H e said it would be impossible to speak 
to the French people with more feeling 
than lias been done this evening. For a 
whole century the two nations have gone 
hand in hand ; and, although America has 
advanced farther in liberty. France is not 
envious of her happiness.' You have put 
in practice what our philosophers have de­ 
scribed. 
You have aided us by your ex­ 
ample, and we are am ply repaid for any 
services we may have rendered in your 
revolution. 
M .D e Lesseps rose and em­ 
braced M. Spuller on the conclusion of his 
speech, and kissed him on both cheeks. 
He said he was profoundly touched with 
the sentim ent of this great nation, at d lie 
would say, “ Vive La Amerique, E t La 
Liberte!" 
M. Bartholdi was also called 
for, and expressed his thanks for the recep­ 
tion.

T he letter 
stated that it had been decided to put an 
extra mar. on the route; that the bearer 
was he, and Frothingham was directed to 
teach him the details of the business. T he 
stranger was allowed to enter tho ear, and 
took great interest in all the movem ents of 
the messenger, apparently desiring to learn 
quickly the ins and outs of the duties 
which the letter stated he was expected to 
perform. The two men busied themselves 
witli the accounts, etc., and all went well 
until a point between St. Louis and Pacific, 
Mo., was reached. Frothingham was busily 
engaged over bis accounts, with his back 
turned to Cummings.

Cummings cautiously ap­ 
proached the dum bfounded messenger and 
told him that if be remained quiet and 
made or raised no alarm he would not be 
endangered. 
Frothingham had nothing to 
do but to subm it. The robber bound him 
hand and foot, pressed a gag into his 
m outh, tied him to the safe so that he 
could not move and proceeded with his 
work. The safe had been left open and it 
took but a few minutes for the robber 
to secure the bank notes 
and 
valu­ 
ables in the shape of jewelry, etc. T he 
road at this point runs directly alongside a 
high bluff, which in places overhangs th e 
track, m aking the danger of wrecks from 
collision with bowlders, which occasion­ 
ally fall from above upon the tracks, very 
great. 
Trains, theiefore, slack up at this 
point, and ru n slowly until the dangerous 
place is passed.

The robber 
had the start of fully two hoars, a id it was 
useless to run back to try and find him .

In bis speech at Salinas, on Monday 
evening. H on. John F. Swift made the fol­ 
lowing rem ark s: 


I hear that in certain portions of the 
State there are Republicans who are dissat­ 
isfied with a letter I addressed some weeks 
ago to the Hon. Frank M. Fixley. editor of 
the Argonaut, in which I declined to accept 
the Argonaut's nom ination for Governor. I 
have no doubt that Mr. Pixley, in offering 
m e the support of the Argonaut, meant to 
aid me in m y election, and it was with re­ 
gret that I felt it m y duty to decline the 
nom ination. 
I have known Mr. Pixley for 
m any years, and am under m any obliga­ 
tions to him in the past which I have no 
disposition to deny or ignore. 
But the 
candidate of the Republican party for Gov­ 
ernor belongs for the tim e being to the 
party, and he has no right to forget that 
fact or lo evade the consequence in order to 
obtain a personal advantage. 
Sincew rit- 
ing that letter a new ticket has come 
! into the field, w ith the Hon. P. D, W ig­ 
' ginton as its candidate 
for Governor. 
It has taken the name of the “American” 
ticket, and stands upon a platform recog­ 
nizing the rights of foreign-born citizens 
now in the country to participate in all the 
privileges of citizenship, such as holding 
office and the like, and makes no distinc­ 
tion on account of religious faith. 
The 
only difference between this platform and 
that of the Republican party is that Mr. 
W iggington’s platform declares in favor of 
changing the naturalization laws so as to 
stop adm itting foreigners to citizenship in 
the future. 
There seems to be a confusion in the 
public m ind on the object of my letter to 
Mr. Pixley. There is an impression that I 
have declined the nom ination of the new 
American party organized at Fresno, the 
nom ination now held by Mr. W igginton. 
This is entirely erroneous. 
I have not de­ 
clined that nom ination; it has not been 
tendered to me. The nom ination declined 
by me was the nom ination of the Argonaut. 
Mr. Pixley, acting in consultation with 
twelve gentlemen bolding the same views 
as tlie Argonaut, ignoring the action of the 
Fresno party, put me on an Argonaut ticket, 
and anticipated it by more than a week. As 
I understand the views of the Argonaut, 
and which I declined to agree to, they were 
not identical with those set forth in the 
platform on which Mr. W igginton now 
stands, but quite different. The nom ina­ 
tion I was offered by Mr. Pixley and his 
twelve friends would base committed me 
to the doctrine of denying to a portion of 
our fellow-citizens the full rights of citi­ 
zenship because of their religious opinions, 
a doctrine 
distinctly 
contravening the 
Declaration of American Independence, 
the Constitution of the United States and 
of this State, and distinctly in violation of 
the principles of the Republican party, of 
which I was the nominee for Governor. 
For my refusal, Mr. Pixley has accused nte 
of bidding for the Irish Democratic vote. 
This I most respectfully deny. 
1 was sim ­ 
ply doing my duty by the ticket of which I 
was the head, in endeavoring to deserve 
and retain the votes of 20,000 foreign-born 
citizens and native-born Catholic and H e­ 
brews who vote the Republican ticket 
loyally at every election. 
I would have had no right to expect that 
vote bad I done otherwise than I did. 
Through that vote the Republican party 
has again and again carried this State at 
periods of our country's history when for 
the Republican party not to carry this and 
other States would have been a disaster to 
the nation, and jeopardized its existence. 
W ith the Fresno platform I have no spe­ 
cial quarrel. But i have not been asked to 
stand upon it, but solely on the Argonaut 
platform, which seemed to me to be an in­ 
sult to the 20,000 good Republicans, Ger­ 
mans. Swiss, Scandinavians and Irish who 
faithfully vote otir ticket. 
The Fresno 
platform coniines itself to future im m i­ 
grants, pledging tlie '‘A m erican” party 
noi to stop their coming, but to deny them 
the rights of citizenship when they do 
come, and consequently to divide our com­ 
m unity into two classes—a superior gov­ 
erning class, possessing' the ballot and po­ 
litical power, and an inferior class deprived 
of both. 
Into the policy of such a course I shall 
m ake no inquiry at this tim e; though, if 
I thought there would ever be a national 
party founded upon such an idea, I would 
certainly have som ething to say about it. 
But have the gentlemen who favor the 
Fresno movement reflected upon the obvi­ 
ous fact that we arc rapidly approaching 
the verge and close of the foreign-citizen 
question in the United States? That it is 
at this-very moment, while we are agitat­ 
ing it and growing furious over it—the 
thing we are disputing about is fading 
away, and in twenty-five years will have 
disappeared altogether. 
Yet such is the 
manifest truth. 
1 will dem onstrate my 
proposition. 
We are now about GO.OuO.OOO 
people in this country, of whom about 
li.000,000 are of foreign birth. 
We double 
our population hy natural increase once in 
twenty-five years, and would do so without 
immigration. 
In twenty-five years from 
now our population will be 120,000.000. 
Now, i,' the foreign-born citizens should in­ 
crease at the same ratio, they would be, 
relatively considered, only half as num er­ 
ous in twenty-five years as now. 
But 
they will not. Already thoughtful men 
who understand the subject and have made 
it a study see that immigration from Eu­ 
rope is substantially at an end. 
A few y e ars ag o th e y c am e a t th e rate o f 
700.000 a year. They have now reduced 
their corning to 200,000 a year. This is 
because the country is filling up, not with 
foreign-born citizens, for they are not rela­ 
tively as num erous as before, but with 
native-born citizens. The death rate of 
foreign-born citizens is certainly a3 high as 
200.000 a year, and is probably near 300,000 
a year. And as the country tills up with 
native-born people, thus rendering the con­ 
ditions of life more severe and the induce­ 
m ent for people in other countries to leave 
their homes and native land and come 
among us is diminished, it will be safe to 
assume that within twenty years from now 
the stream of imm igration will practically 
cease flowing. Then why, at this late 
hour, having gone on as we have done un­ 
der a system given to us by nten wise 
enough to form and model our institutions, 
to the admiration of the world, and has so 
stood until the system of immigration of 
foreigners is closing tip by natural causes, 
suddenly revive a subject tending only to 
anger men and give rise to bitterness be­ 
tween citizens, and set them against each 
other, when in fact God A lm ighty is set­ 
tling the question more rapidly and better 
than we can by the death and burial of 
generations of men. 
Mr. Pixley himself, if he lives to the age 
that his venerable father did. which I pray 
lie may do, will live lo see our country as 
free from foreign-born citizens, relatively 
considered, as it was when he was a hoy in 
W estern New- York. And some of these 
young gentlemen, who. in their anxiety to 
evince their love for their country, would 
draw front foreign citizens privileges their 
fathers have given them , will Jive to see 
the tim e when a foreign-born citizen will 
be a rare thing in this country. Then wliy 
strike a blow- at that Republican party 
which has done so much to perpetuate the 
Union, to make of us a nation among the 
nations of the earth—has done so much 
for liberty, so m uch for hum an rights and 
so much towards preserving those sacred 
institutions of which they are so proud? 
Those who do so 1 am sure will, on second 
thought, regret their action and come back 
again, but possiDlvTlOt til! they have weak­ 
ened our party in its power and prestige, 
as they certainly will do should they secure 
the election ot Mr. Bartlett, by throwing 
away their votes in favor of Mr. Wigginton. 
For m y part, I am willing to abide by the 
Republican vote. 
I am proud to rernerh- 
ber that I canvassed this State from one 
end to 
the 
other, m aking 
fifty-three 
speeches for Abraham Lincoln, at a time 
when Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Wigginton were 
sympathizing w ith the enemies of that 
great patriot, endeavoring to tnaiign his 
character and to defeat him for President 
of the United States. I did the same thing 
twice for U. S. Grant, speaking throughout 
the State on each occasion, at a tim e when 
both Mr. Barilett and Mr. Wigginton were 
denouncing that great hero with charges 
of corruption, nepotism and gift-taking.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Loc al W ine and Itram ty Interests. 
The vine aud grape-growers of the Sacra­ 
mento district have had this season a good 
market for their products. Three large 
buyers, and producers of wines and bran­ 
dies, have had a large quantity of grapes 
offered to them from the grape-growers, 
and their wineries and distilleries have 
been taxed to their fullest capacity. At 
least 6,000 tons of grapes have been re­ 
ceived by them from Sacramento and points 
of shipment near the city—Florin, Klk 
drove, Folsom. Antelope, líoseville, Rock­ 
lin. IJino and other places. 
The growers that have raised the fine va­ 
rieties of wine grapes for claret and white 
wine have, on an average, realized from 
their graj>es $20 per ton, which, at the av­ 
erage yield of four tons to the acre from 
vineyards of three to five years growth, 
averages Irom $G0 to $109 per acre. This 
would seem to be largely in excess of the 
value of grain grown on the same lands 
that will produce grapes without irrigation. 
Califor nia seems to be the favored snot of 
the world for this interest. Central and 
northern California can produce the fruits 
of France, Italy, Spain, South America, 
and in fact all the tropical regions of the 
civilized world, and in greater perfection. 
Our raisins have to a very large extent 
stopped the importation of the Malaga, and 
five years more will find Californians ex­ 
porters instead of buyers. 
The brandy now produced in California 
has to a large extent stopped the importa­ 
tion of the so-called fine cognacs—finely 
flavored spirits from potatoes and beets, 
mixed, perhaps, with some brandy from 
the refuse of the grape crop. 
We have in Sacramento to-day a distil­ 
lery incorporated in 1871, that produces 
brandy superior to any of the cognacs Im­ 
ported. We refer to the Johnston com­ 
pany. This company has for the past six 
years contracted for the entire products of 
their distillery with Messrs. Walden & Co., 
of Philadelphia. This year the distillery 
was leased to them and Messrs. IleringerA 
Co., of St. Helena, who have run the distil­ 
lery to the full capacity, making nothing 
but brandy. The product will probablv 
reacli 10,00° gallons for the season. James 
I. Felter, who has been connected with the 
company since its organization, has been 
managing the distillery this season for the 
lessees, and from him we learn that there is 
a new project on foot that will before next 
vintage probably culminate in one of the 
largest wine and brandy establishments of 
the State being located in Sacramento, or its 
immediate vicinity. Grape-growers should 
only put out the finest varieties of wine 
grapes, and success is insured. 
A H int for Travelers. 
Now ana again complaint is made to the 
railroad company of the theft of valises, 
overcoats, etc., from passenger trains or the 
depots, and on investigation the loss has 
always been traceable tothelackof caution 
manifested by the losers of the property. 
Men and women go out of the cars or depot 
leaving their baggage at the mercy of who­ 
ever sees fit to take it. and the wonder is 
that more is not stolen when it can be ap­ 
propriated so easily. A few days ago a man, 
recently from Arizona, had been telling in 
a car ol bis having just sold a certain prop­ 
erty in that Territory for a considerable 
sum, and when, shortly afterwards, oppor­ 
tunity offered to steal his valise, the thief 
doubtless thought he would find in it the 
proceeds of the sale of the Arizona prop­ 
erty, but it contained only some dirty linen. 
On another occasion a lady had her satchel 
stolen. She had a short time before 
wrapped up two bottles of medicine for her 
baby, and placed them very carefully in 
the satchel, which contained little else. It 
is likely the individual who appropriated 
it had noticed the care she exercised, and 
surmised that she was putting away some­ 
thing of great value. Railway officials en­ 
deavor to impress upon travelers the advis­ 
ability of looking after property, but the 
traveling ^mblic includes many very care­ 
less people.

Yesterday the Corresponding Secretary, 
Dr. H. Latiiam, of the Central and North­ 
ern California Immigration Association, 
filed with the President, A. S. Hopkins, J 
his report for the past month. It reads as 
follows: 
Since your last meeting the matter of ex­ 
cursions has assumed definite and practical 
form. Arrangements have been made by 
me with five companies, who are now 
advertising our section of the State and 
organizing excursions to come here. 
The various railroad companies, the 
Central Pacific, Denver and Rio Grande, 
Union Pacific, Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, and Chicago and Wabash have at 
least two excursion companies each now 
at work. 
. 
I have communicated verbally with the 
San Francisco agents of the other compa­ 
nies which connect with the Union Pacific 
at Omaha, and urged the matter upon their 
attention, and have received favorable re­ 
sponses from them. From the very nature 
of things they will be compelled to enter 
the work in self-defense. I feel confident 
that we shall soon see from twelve to 
twenty of the companies advertising this 
section of the State within six months. 
The Southern Pacific Company seems to 
have entered heartily into this work of de­ 
veloping the resources of our half ol the 
State and adding to our population. 
They have re-established their immigra­ 
tion agency in Chicago, and iiave placed a 
gentleman in charge who will send all the 
immigrants coming through his agency to 
this Society. 
I have arranged with Mr. Goodman for 
the placing of our pamphlets on incoming 
trains free of expense. If you approve of 
this arrangement you can terminate the 
contract with Mr. Dennison at the end of 
this month, and thereby save $10 each 
month. I have sent a circular letter to all 
real eslate men in this part of the State, a 
copy of which I inclose: also, to the Presi­ 
dents of the old county associations of 
much the same character. The fall travel 
has set in in force, and there is active de­ 
mand for lands in small plats suitable for 
fruit farming. By the inclosed statement 
you will see the number of letters written, 
pamphlets sent, and.the number of people 
who have called at the office for informa­ 
tion :

Suit for Damages. 
In Department Two of the Superior 
Court Judge Van Fleet is hearing the case 
of Martin Hayden vs. the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad Company, in which 
plaintiff, by his guardian, John II. Hayden, 
his son, brings suit for $25,000 damages. 
July 15, 1885, plaintiff, who owns a hog 
ranch and had been collecting swill with 
his horse and wagon, started to cross the 
railroad track at Twenty-sixth street, but 
while he was doing so a train came along 
and struck the turnout, killing the horse, 
smashing the wagon, and causing Hayden 
to be thrown from the vehicle in such a 
manner that he alighted upon his head 
and shoulders, and received such injury 
that he has become of unsound mind, and 
the Superior Court recently appointed his 
son to act as his guardian. The complaint 
alleges that the planks at the crossing of 
the track were so rotten and worn, and the 
crossing in such bad condition, that when 
Hayden attempted to cross his wagon 
wheels got caught, causing the horse 
to stop, and before he could move on 
the engine of the train, which had 
not been seen approaching, as the bell was 
not rung, was upon him. The defense deny 
anv responsibility for the accident, and at­ 
tribute it to the plaintiff’s carelessness. 
They expect t* prove that the planks of the 
crossing, and the crossing generally, were 
in reasonably good condition ; that the bell 
of the engine was ringing constantly as the 
train approached ; that there was no ob­ 
stacle to prevent the train being seen sev­ 
eral hundred yards-away by a person about 
to drive over the track ; that Hayden drove 
at a deliberate gait up the incline while the 
train was in plain sight and the bell ring­ 
ing, the whistle also having been blown to 
warn him ; that the wagon did not get 
stuck, and if stopped at all it was only for 
a second, as the horse paused, recovering 
from the work of climbing the incline, and 
that the train men could not prevent the 
accident after the plaintiff had put himself 
into such a perilous position. Taylor .t 
Holl appear for the plaintiff, and S. C. Den­ 
son for the defense. The jury is composed 
of \V. W. Wade, N. J. Brundage, John 
Stevens.

When the pirate Alabama was commit­ 
ting depredations on American commerce, 
parties shipping goods to and from Califor­ 
nia not only secured an ordinary insurance 
against the perils of navigation, but an ad­ 
ditional one against loss by piracy, and 
rates for the latter were very high.

St a t e o r C a i.if o r x ia , 
i-JC ECUTiVE I t.I’A KTMENT, 
Sacramento, July 31,1886.J 


\T7HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
VV state of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighiy-nve, two- 
third 3 of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Lleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER ONE. 


S e c tio n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stock*, dues, franchises aud all 
other matters aud things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, ar.d such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed h i d taxed as v. part of the realty; and, 
provid'd further, that railroads shall be taxed as 


notion from taxation ol snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled iu 
this ctate, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their grosser net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of thia article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday in.March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
maimer provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
beibre the first day of Juiy of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and nnon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of mien railroad, ana up *u the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, dec ds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upoD such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending ou the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within thia 
State and partly without this State, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be aacertaiued and 
determined by taking : 


First— The groes earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
seme year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earning» 
between this State and other Stages or Territo­ 
ries, iu the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in makiug such earnings, bears to •'he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have beeu made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate; earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken aud decreed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of snch rai;roads for ail purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads ojierated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persona owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and two thir ls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo- 


. i led 
come doe. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a iien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, ar.d may 
be enforced iu such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
au ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors oí the district, at a Fpccial election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the comrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far ks they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


8ec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from person», corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amount» and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by nuunc 


tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
►ame property has been taxed more than once 
for the same pur]vise in the same year, and then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so !„id udod the property in question; 
proi'ided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the'lax Collect or to recover il­ 
legal taxcH paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate. untU 
such actions shall have been hnally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ao* 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the ad op* ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, aud shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteeu hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

qualified electors of the State on 
Taesday, November 2,1886. 


The amendment is desisriatcd "Amendment 
Number One," aud the bji.iajts used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,” or the words, 
" AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One," 
written or printed thereon. 
And I do herebyoffer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every person violating any of the provisions of 
Title IV., Fart 1, of the Penal Code; such reward* 
to be paid until the total amount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thonsand dollars.
